Court Proceedings Started 
After Suspension of Con- 
cern’s License to Sell Se- 
curities in Missouri.

A receivership suit was filed 1. 
Circuit Court here today against 
Franklin Lamb & Co., a Kansas 
City brokerage house, with a 
branch in the Central National 
Bank Building here. 

This action followed issuance of 
an order by State Securities Com- 
missioner Stockard Jefferson 
City, yesterday, suspending the 
firms license as a securities deal- 
er. 


at 


The suspension was based on 
complaints that the company had 
failed to deliver securities  pur- 


chased by customers, that it was 
selling securities which it did not 
have on hand to deliver and that 
it was selling securities for which 
registration permits had been re- 
fused. 

The receivership suit, filed by a 
customer, alleged that the com- 
pany has used and is using for 
other purposes money which cus- 
tomers have remitted for purchase 
of stock. This, the petition 
charged, was true as to $2975 re- 
mitted by the plaintiff, K. N. Sal- 
yer of Jeff, Ky. There are many 
other creditors who have been un- 
ableto collect from the company, 
the suit averred. 

Daily Losses Alleged. 

It is alleged the company has 
been suffering losses daily. The 
petition asserted that the daily ex- 
penses were $700 to $800, most of 
the business being transacted over 
long-distance telephone. Most of 
the company’s assets are in Mis- 
souri, the suit stated, but the con- 
‘cern is incorporated in the State 
of Washington for 350,000. 

One of Salyer's attorneys, Wil- 
lam Kohn, said his client began 
Lenne with the company by tele- 
phone last March, but had been un- 
able to collect the proceeds of his 
stock transactions. The suit asked 
for an injunction against removal 
of the company’s assets by its of- 
ficers. Circuit Judge Hartmann is- 
sued an order to show cause why 
a receiver should not be appointed, 


returnable next Wednesday, and 
issued the restraining order 
sought. 


Securities Commissioner Stockard 
announced he would conduct a 
hearing at Jefferson City next 
Thursday to determine whether to 
make his suspension of the firm's 
license permanent. He said in the 
order that the company’s operations 
indicated it had been violating the 
bucket shop law. Two of his in- 
vestigators, he declared, were un- 
able recently to get access to the 
company’s books at the Kansas 
City headquarters for examination. 
He added that its operations had 
been chiefly by telephone, and that 
complaints about it had come 
from Kansas, Nebraska, IIIinois. 
Texas, Oklahoma and other states. 


“Watching for Some Time.” 

“The Better Business Bureau has 
been watching Franklin Lamb & 
Co. for some time,” said Dwight L. 
Holmes, financial manager of the 
bureau. “The eompany closed its 
Denver office about two -years ago. 
following complaints similar to 
those made here. It has an office 
in Seattle, Wash., and there have 
been complaints against it there. 
The day it opened its St. Louis of- 
fice early this year it sent the bu- 
reau a $100 check for membership, 
which was promptly returned to :t. 


“This is the only brokerage 
house here known to us to have 
been confining its operations to the 
long-distance telephone. We have 
had perhaps 35 to 40 inquiries 
about it, from which arose eight 
or 10 specific complaints that cus- 
tomers had been unable to get de- 
livery of securities, although they 
had paid in full. Possibly $15,000 
or $18,000 was involved in these 
complains.” 

T. E. Nelson, manager of the St. 
Louis office of Franklin, Lamb & 
Co., said the charges against the 
company by the State Securities 
Commissioner were ridiculous, add- 
ing: “The allegation that the com- 
pany failed to deliver securities to 
customers is untrue. As to refus- 
ing information to investigators, 
there have been no investigators 
to see me.”

The charges under which they 
were arrested are based on Mrs. 
Oberle’s admission, in a deposi- 
tion taken May 27 and again yes- 
terday in Prosecuting Attorney 
Rosecan's office that she had 
filed a $100,000 breach of promise 
suit against Harry Beckerle, a 
meat eutter of 3846 De Tonty 
street, without ever being acquaint- 
ed with him or ha-ing seen him. 
Beckerle is the husband of Mrs. 
Beckerle, who tried and failed to 
divorce him in April, 1930. 


“Promised Easy Money.” 


In her statement to the Prose- 
cuting Attorney, Mrs. Oberle said 
that Mrs, Beckerle had instigated 
the suit, and had pé@rsuaded her to 
enter into it with the promise of 
“making some easy money.” 

Mrs. Beckerle, who is joint own- 
er of the apartment house at 4302 
De Tonty street, where Mrs. Oberle 
lived at the time the suit was filed, 
has refused to make a statement 
either to police or reporters. Her 
bond for $800 d Mrs. Oberle's 
bond for 8200 ei e neee, in the 
Court of Criminal Correction next 
Friday. 

Admitting that she was a married 
woman at the time the suit was 
filed, Mrs. Oberle said that she had 
used the name Miss Elizabeth 
Mueller“ in the suit, a name formed 
of her middle name and a former 
marriage name. She alleged in the 
suit that she had known Beckerie 
since 1924 and that he had pro- 
posed marriage. She asked an 
award on the alleged ground 
that he had told her, in January, 
1931, that he could never marry 
her. 


In the depositions filed Wednes- 
day, she stated that she had not 
even known Beckerle at the time 
of filing the suit and had first seen 
him when he came into court in 
May in another action. To the 
Prosecuting Attorney, she said that 
Mrs. Beckerle had come to her 
while she was living in the uapart- 
ment and had asked her to file 


suit against Beckerle, saying that 


it would embarrass Beckerle in 
court and that he would be forced 
to settle the case before trial. 


Was Heavily in Debt. 


Heavily in debt, Mrs. Oberle said 
She had agreed to the plan, never 
intending to take the witness stand 
if Beckerle failed to settle with 
her. In her statement to the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, she relgted that 
Mrs. Beckerle was to coach her in 
what she should say if depositions 
were taken, and to advise her by 
nods of the head and facial expres- 
sions how an answer questions.

Mrs. Beckerle, who gave her age 
to police as 36, and who has been 
practicing law since 1925, served as 
a Provisional Police Judge in Ko- 
vember. 1929. when Judge Beck, 
then on the bench of Police Court 
No. 2, was out of the city.

The salary paid to Mr. Grace 
which the stockholders knew about was 
412.000 a year, just as the salary from 
the Government during the war to Mr. 

Schwab himself was $1 a year, which 
the people knew about. If a lesser offi- 
cial than Mr. Schwab makes so much, 
how much does Mr. Schwab make and 
how much did he make during the war? 

In explaining one detail of the bonus 
system in which bonuses are calculated 
on net earnings before deducting depre- 
ciation, Mr. Schwab explained that (to 
quote from the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
of May 31)— Whatever is charged off 
for depreciation reduces to that extent 
the net income of the corporation sub- 
ject to Federal income taxes and results 
in a saving of Federal taxes of $125,000 
in cash for every $1,000,000 of deprecia- 
tion, and every officer must endeavor in 
every way to get as liberal a deprecia- 
tion as he can.” 

From this it would appear that in 
calculating bonuses before deducting de- 
preciation, the incomes of the bonus-re- 


ceiving officials are enhanced by a per- 


centage of the depreciation, so that the 
depreciation charges to that extent are 
not depreciation at all, but are bonus 
payments to officials to evade payment 
of Government taxes. In other words, 
the taxes which should go to the Gov- 
ernment go into the bonus of the offi- 
cials. On the other hand, the income 
of the officials ts enhanced and sub- 
ject to the Federal income tax, which is 
only a percentage of what the officials 
get of the amount charged as deprecia- 
tion which should go to the Government 
es taxes.

That is the gen- 


jeral opinion of those who know German conditions. 
Former Ambassador Houghton, who undoubtedly 


knows more about German conditions than any other 


Ameritan, declares that Germany's collapse is proba- 
bly imminent, and that it might have consequences 
that would bring serious disaster to all the nations. 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, speaking in Paris, de- 
nounced the folly of the way in which the nations 
have handled the war debts and after-the-war prob- 
lems. We cannot overlook Chancellor Bruening’s 
warning that Germany has about reached the end of 
her rope, and there would be disaster unless some- 
thing were done to avert it. 

What can be done? For answer, practically every- 
one who realizes the situation looks to America for 
the first effective move to avoid a German collapse 
and the probable revolution that would follow. Our 
key is in the war debts which the Allies owe us. 
As the Post-Dispatch explained in a recent editorial, 
they collect reparations from Germany, and use the 
funds to pay their debts to us. It is manifest that 
they will not cease to collect German reparations so 
long as they have to pay the United States. Germany 
is paying the war debts. The burden on the young 
Republic, driven to desperate straits to maintain her 
finances, is too heavy for her to bear. The result is 
popular resentm2nt and practical inability to pay 
the increase in taxes, with the rise of revolutionary 
elements, Communist and Nationalist, which threaten 
revolution and the repudiation of all debts. One can 
imagine in some measure the result of collapse and 
revolution; the probable effort of France to collect by 
force; the probable rapprochement of Germany and 
Russia, with unforeseeable consequences. That would 
mean chaos, far worse than that existing now. 

Mr. Houghton says that relief can only be accom- 
plished by the co-operation of all the nations. How 
can co-operation be brought about? Since America 
holds the key, the initiation of the movement for co- 
operation rests with us. The mission of leadership 
is upon our shoulders. It is for us to try to bring 
the Allies together in agreement to give Germany re- 
lief, a breathing spell, at least, in which to rehabili- 
tate her resources and readjust her finances. 

The cancellation of the war debts, including repara- 
tions—if they are not included little can be accom- 
plished—which Dr. Butler and others urge, would 
probably be impossible at this time. But a moratori- 
um might be granted for a reasonable term of years, 
both on reparations and the war debts of the Allies 
to us. We could offer to stop collecting from our 
debtors if they would agree to stop collecting repara- 
tions. The question of final settlement could be post- 
poned until the end of the moratorium, to be taken 
up again in the light of concitions then existing. 

Wholly apart from the question of whether we 
should collect the debts contracted by our allies in 
the war, which turned out in the end to be our war, 
there are good reasons for a substantial reduction 
of all the debts. The value of the dollar has greatly 
increased. The dollar will buy in commodities at 
least one-third more than it would when the present 
debt settlements were made. All the creditors are 
over-collecting. The question of the reduction of 
armaments is important, but it is not necessary to 
an agreement to give Germany a breathing spell pend- 
ing final settlement on condition that we give our 
debtors a breathing: spell. 

We believe that the Hoover administration has both 
the opportunity and the duty to perform a great serv- 
ice, not only to the civilized world, but to America in 
this crisis. America will suffer with the rest of 
the civilized nations from chaos in Europe, and an 
effort on our part to avert disaster and restore a 
better economic condition would undoubtedly bring 
better feeling from Europeans toward America. 

Secretaries Stimson and Mellon, who are going to 
Europe to confer on conditions, ought to be prepared 
and instructed to go far in bringing about interna- 
tional co-operation to avert, disaster and to maintain 
order and peace. They should take into account the 
human dynamics in the situation. They should assume 
for the United States wise and liberal leadership in 
steps to accomplish a sound remedy for this crisis.

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WHERE RAILROADS HAVE NOT RETRENCHED. 
During his discussion of the railroads’ plight before 
a St. Louis audience, Samuel O. Dunn, editor of Rail- 
way Age, spoke of the drastic retrenchments the lines 
have made to survive the competitive struggle with 
water and automotive transportation. 

We do not question Mr. Dunn’s statement as a 
whole, yet it may fairly be questioned in part. We 
cite as one example the fact that 16 passenger trains 
leave the St. Louis Union Station for Chicago every 
24 hours. Chicago & Alton ru.us six, C. 4 
E. I. three, Illinois Central four and Wabash three. 
We are informed that at least one more train is 
running to Chicago today than in 1920, though in the 
decade the railroads have lost 60 per cent of their 
passenger business to busses and private automobiles. 
It is conservatively estimated that all of the rail- 
road passenger business to Chicago could be amply 
handled with seven trains daily. 

Railroad business to Chicago is highly competi-' 
tive, but so far as passenger travel is concerned, it 
seems to us the railroads are competing for the privi- 
lege of spending large sums of money on trains half 
empty or worse. The railroads have a good case in 
their appeals for fair treatment by the public and 
the Government. It would be a better one if such 
wasteful duplication as this were avoided. 
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In England, so Sir Philip Gibbs has said, a man 
works three months of the year for the Government 
—that is, he pays one-fourth of his income as taxes. 
Are we going to talk that kind of English over here? 
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MR. HOOVER COMES TO THE MIDDLE WEST. 
Next week President Hoover is coming to the Mid- 
dle West. Monday he will speak to Republican ed- 
itors of Indiana. Tuesday he will dedicate the Hard- 
ing tomb. Wednesday he will be in Springfield to 
speak at the redecorated Lincoln tomb and meet the 
Illinois Legislature. Thus, in successive days he will 
visit a trio of states which in the days of John A. 
Logan or McKinley, or again in the Harding era, 
were preponderantly Republican. Time was when a 
Republican President would have been comfortably 
at home in Columbus or Springfield. 

Mr. Hoover's visit comes under no such conditions. 
Last November Ohio defeated a Republican Governor 
and Senator to elect Democrats by pluralities ranging 
from 110,000 to 176,000. Indiana supplanted six Re- 
publican Congressmen with Democrats. Illinois did 
the amazing thing of electing a Democratic Senator 
by 745,000 votes.

OUT FOR HOOVER. 
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The Federal Black Bass Law 


Measure sponsored, by Senator Hawes and later amended forbids interstate shipment 
of freshwater black bass taken in violation of state law; Government thus co- 
operates, without interference, with states that protect this game fish, and most of 
them do; Bureau of Fisheries will aid conservation further by setting up hatcheries.

The writer of this article recently was appointed 
by the United States Bureau of Fisheries. to direct en- 
forcement of the act he discusses. 

T state shipment of black bass, sponsored 

by Senator Harry B. Hawes, was passed 
by Congress and approved by the President 
May 20, 1926. It was fashioned after the 
Lacey act, passed in 1900, regulating inter- 
state transportation of wild birds and ari- 
mals. Both as originally passed were inade- 
quate. One of the defects in the black bass 
law was the failure to denote a definite 
Federal agency to be charged with its en- 
forcement, Subsequent efforts to remedy 
the act’s defects, culminated in passage of 
the present law, approved July 2, 1930. The 
Bureau of Fisheries is the Government 
agency directly charged with its enforce- 
ment. The law as it now stands is a good 
workable conservation measure. 

The law prohibits transportation of fresh 
water large-mouth and small-mouth black 
bass from One state to another that have 
been taken, sold or transported in viola- 
tion of some existing state law. Black bass 
transported in violation of the law are sub- 
ject to seizure by any authorized employe 


HE first Federal law regulating inter- 


of the department, or by any U. S. Marshal 


or Deputy Marshal. U. S. Game Protectors, 
United States Deputy Game Wardens and 
state game protectors have no power to en- 
force the provisions of this law. Fish scized 
may be disposed of by order of the United 
States Court upon conviction of the of- 
fender, or if in the judgment of the court 
the law was violated without any convic- 
tion. Violations are punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $200, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding three months, or by both. 
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The law does not prohibit the sale of 
black bass, as sometimes stated. There is 
nothing in the law that compels the states 
to afford protection to these game fish, as 
it is optional with them. There is no Fed- 
eral interference. If a state desires to 
protect its black bass and to avail itself of 
the assistance of the Government by way 
of this law, it may do so: it must, how- 
ever, have adequate state laws. The laws 
of a large majority of the states are now 
sufficient for them to secure much benefit 
by the Federal statute. | 

The sale of fresh water black bass should 
be prohibited throughout the entire United 
States. There still remain three states hav- 
ing no restrict whatever against the 
sale of these fish. Only three or four states 
fail to provide a closed season covering the 
spawning period, or at least a part thereof. 
Black bass should be dedicated to sport for 
the benefit of our outdoor men. women ard 
children. It is safe to predict that it will be 
unlawful to sell black bass for food purposes 
throushont the United States at no distant 
date. The black basa is valuable not in 
accordance with the cmount of meat it 
provides, but on account of its ability to 
fight when hooked, and jump and pull, thus 
Siving its perhaps only temporary captor 
excitement, pleasure, recreation, strength 
and health. The value of a baas as food ia 
greater to the angler who takes the fish 
on rod and line than to one who prosaically 
secures his bass by way of a market. 

If illegally caught, possessed, undersized 
or illegally transported from one state to 
another, the authorities of the state where | 
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caught are generally helpless after the fish 
have crossed the state border. Under the 
Federal law the fish may be seized by the 
properly authorized Federal officer at des- 
tination. A few seizures from any one state 
will discourage illegal shipments from that 
section, and the consignor will have more 
respect for state laws. If the violator can 
be reached by state law, the Government 
will turn over the evidence obtained. 
— — — 


The success of the Federal black bass law 
is somewhat dependent upon whole-hearted 
State co-operaticn, and the Lureau of Fish- 
eries extends to the state game authorities 
an offer to assist in protectin; the black 
bass, so far as its facilities will permit. The 
bureau has no intention of prosecuting 
those who have not had an Opportunity to 
familiarize themselves with the law. Un- 
doubtedly, through education and a thor- 
ough advertising of the provisions of the 
new law, and a warning or two here and 
there, a great majority of those interested 
will voluntarily obey. Fish dealers who have 
been approached show a commendable in- 
tention of abiding strictly by the law. 

After the terms of the law are well 
known, those who have been warned and 
persist in violating will be given every op- 
portunity to tell it to a Federal or state 
Judge. To accomplish this a few well qual- 
ified bass law inspectors will be placed in 
the most important bass centers. Their ter- 
ritory will necesarily be large—tdo large 
and with present appropriations their travel 
will be limited. The most important black 
bass shipping points and largest bass mar- 
kets will be regularly inspected. Everything 
will be done that can be accomplished by 
energy and industry; every dollar of the 
present small appropriation will be utilized 


to the best advantage. 
— — — 


It is futile to attempt to control sale or 


shipment of bass if there are no bass to sell 
or ship. Consequently the Bureau is co- 
ordinating with enforcement activity a pro- 
gram for propagating and stocking more 
intensively. There are being conducted 
Scientific investigations looking toward in- 
creasing the efectiveness of existing bass 
hatcheries and those to come. The output 
of bass is correlated with the acreage of 
ponds available, and increasing the acreage 
is costly. Therefore, studies are being made 
to determine means of making each acre 
produce more bass by means of pond fer- 
tilization, other methods of increasing the 
natural food supply, and selective breeding. 

Coupled with this work are studies in the 
Upper Mississippi wild life refuge, where 
the fecundity of this area may be utilized 
for the propagation of bass under seini- 
natural Conditions. The aspirations. of this 
program old forth the prospect of produc- 
ing 10,000 four-inch bass fingerlings per 
acre of water, and the utilization of a limit- 
ed portion of the refuge to produce enough 
bass for its own needs and a supply for 
ee elsewhere.

Although inventors contribute 
largely to the progress of civiliza- 
tion and culture, nobody seems 
heretofore to have taken the trou- 
ble to make a study of them, their 
mental processes, motives and 
methods, the obstacles and diffi- 
culties that they encounter.

Rossman, who has had many 
years’ experience in the U. S. Pat- 
ent Office, has undertaken to sup- 
ply the lack by presenting a study 
of the psychology of the inventor. 
Same of the features of the book 
are the analysis of the mental op-

The plan provides for a short cut- 
off to eliminate a jog in Enright 
at Taylor avenue, widening of a 
long block of Enright, between 
Taylor and Walton avenues, from 
60 to 80 feet, and opening of a 
new section for four short blocks, 
between Walton and Kingshigh- 
way. 

Gross damages for the under- 
taking, including payment for 17 
houses which must bé wrecked, are 
$217,748, of which the city will 
pay $91,248 with bond money and 
benefited property owners $126,- 
500. The amount paid into court 
represents the latter figure, less the 
5 per cent discount of the Greater 
St. Louis Corporation, which pro- 
vides ready cash for street widen- 
ings. There will be 1524 benefit 
tax bills, on property in an area 
bounded roughly by Grand, Union 
and Delmar boulevards, and ex- 
tending about two blocks north of 
Enright. The largest levy is $60 
a front foot for a lot on Kingshigh- 
way which will have a corner posi- 
tion. Near Taylor the charge is 
about $30 a foot and near Grand 
about $1. The minimum rate is 
50 cents a foot, along the north- 
ern edge of the district. 

It is expected the Market street 
widening condemnation case can 
be completed this summer, permit- 
ting the city to pay the net dam-/ 
ages into court next autumn and 
to notify tenants along that route 
to vacate -by spring. This re- 
port was received yesterday by the 
special committee of the Board o 
Aldermen inquiring into the system 
of benefit assessments for street 
widenings and other improvements. 

Benefit System Discussed. 

The committee had before it 
Comptroller Nolte, who was asked 
what he thought was needed most 
to correct objectionable features of 
the benefit system. A permanent 
condemnation commission, consist- 
ing of qualified experts, would be 
the greatest betterment, he replied. 
At present ,the Circuit Judges 
handling condemnation suits ap- 
point in each case a different set 
of commissioners, who devote only 
a fraction of their time to the 
work. 

Expert appraisers would contin- 
ue to be needed even with a per- 
manent commission, Nolte said, 
but he thought that rather than 
a body of permanent appraisers, a 
small standing group from which 
selection could be made would be 
desirable. While the permanent 
system might cost no less for fees 
and other overhead expenses, Nolte 
declared, the advantage would be in 
the saving anticipated through ra- 
tional assessment of damages. 

Alderman Wimer asked for 
PNolte’s opinion on Wimer's sug- 
gestion that the city gasoline tax 
be increased from % cent to 2 
cents a gallon, with the idea of 
raising about $1,500,000 a year for 
street widening. . Nolte said this 
would be all right if filling sta- 
tions in St. Louis County and East 
St. Louis sold gasoline at the same 
price as in the city. He doubted 
whether the price could be con- 
trolled in this way, as apparently 
it would mean those buying gaso- 
line outside the city would be pay- 
ing distributers a greater profit.

CLEVELAND CHAMBER 
FOR RATE INCREASE 


Move to Build Up 
Sentiment to Aid 
Railroads. 


Starts 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, June 13.—A move- 


ment to build nation-wide senti- 


ment favoring the proposed increase 
in railroad freight rates was started 
today by the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce with an announcement 
that it will vigorously support such 
an increase in the belief that it is 
the one obvious point at which the 
present economic tendency may be 
halted and turned upward. 

The proposed increase is to be 
submitted by the nation's railroad 
chiefs to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission next week. 

Announcing the chamber’s stand, 
Randolph Eide, president of it and 
of the Ohio Bell Telephone Co.,. de- 
scribed the increase as the most 
constructive economic step which 
can be taken at the present time.“ 

A statement by the chamber de- 
clared that the present downward 
trend of railroad earnings strikes 
at the heart of the nation’s finan- 
cial structure, whereas an upward 
trend—made possible by increased 
rates — would give all industry a 
tremendous upward push by en- 
abling the railroads to start buy- 
ing again.” The chamber explain- 
ed that railroad purchases normal- 
ly are estimated at one-sixth of the 
country’s total. 

The chamber’s analysis of the sit- 
uation said the stability of many 
insurance companies, savings banks 
and trust funds is bound up with 
that of the railroad securities and 
unless railroad earnings are in- 
creased, further declines of values 
will occur in some of them. “This 
would, at the present time, lead to 
a weakening of some of our besic 
tinancial institutions.“ 


Further economies in railroad]: 
operation are impossible, the re- 
port said. Payroll reductions al- 


ready have decreased sharply the 
purchasing power of nearly 1,500,- 
000 employes. The chamber came 
to the conclusion that the railroads 
would lose lithe of their present 
business to highway or other types 
of transportation, because, it anti- 
cipated, competing services would 
also raise rates, while at the same 
time the chamber: anticipated the 
total volume of freight would ex- 
pand by a- general pickup of busi- 
ness with the railroads getting a 
normal share. 

In defense of the increase the re- 
port said it can be borne by prac- 
tically all commodities with a rela- 
tively small additional cost to the 
consumer.
